I e having moze then oꝛdinarp occafion to pzovide good and ſufficient Salt: peter 
and Powder to furniſh Dur Stozes, foꝛ the Defence and Safety of Dur Realms 
and Dominions, have by Commiſſion lately iſſued under Dur Gzeat Seal of Eng- 
n and, committed the Panagement thereof unto Dur Right Truſty and well-be- 
loved Join Lozd Berkeley, Baron of Stratton, and Dur Truſty and well-beloved 
11S li Ig Sir John Duncombe Knight. Thomas Chicheley Elquire, Commiſſioners fo? the 
reccution of the Office of Dur Oꝛdnante, William Legg Lieutenant of Dur 
SS N/A apt D:dnance, John Evelyn Eſquire, Edward Sherborn Eſquire, Clerk of Dur O2dnance, 
and Jonas Moor Eſquire; of whoſe care and fidelities We are well aſſured: Giving them Power 
b; their Deputies andClozkmen, to wozk all Salt-peter and Gun-powder to be made of Salt-peter 
digged within Dur Reaims and Dominions, and between the hours of Sun-rifing and Sun-ſet- 
ting. to {earch to? and dig Salt-peter in all convenient places, as well in Our own as Subjects 
TLanbs; but not in any part of Dwelling-houſes inhabited, oꝛ to bꝛeak down Calls, oꝛ hazard Foun⸗ 
dat ions, oꝛ diq in any Thꝛeſhing oꝛ Maulting⸗Flooꝛs without conſent of the Owners. no2 in Dove- 
houſes, Stables, o: ocher Out⸗houſes, but at tonbenient times ofthe dap: with power by Tlarrant 
from the Juſtice of Peace to take up ſuch Carts and Carriages as ſhall be uſeful and neceſſary to 
carry on the ſaid Cloꝛk, paying Eight pence per mile foꝛ every Tunn they ſhall carry, accozding to the 
late Act of Parliament concerning Carriages, and to pzovide convenient Houſes, Stables, Rooms. 
Pards, void places, Cater, andother neteſlaries, and to Crect and ſet up Furnaces and Geſlels fit 
to? the making of Salt peter, agreeing with the Owners and it they be unreaſonable in their de⸗ 
mands, the next Juſtice of the Peace to ſettle the ſame : And the ſaid Deputies oꝛ Wozkmen, o2 anv 
Beaſts o2 Carriages employed in the ſaid Wozks, are not to be Pꝛeſled foꝛ any other Service: And 
they are to repair and make good the places digged, oꝛ any way detaced : And if any difference ariſe. 
to be compoſed by the two next Juſtices of the Peace to the place, if it be not in a City oz Town-Co2- 
pozate; and if there, by the 45ayo?2, Aldermen, oꝛ chief Officer: And if they cannot determine the 
ſame, tocertifie to the Loꝛds of the Pzivy Council the names of the Offenders, with their Dffences. 
that ſuch further courſe map be therein taken, as ſhall be thought fit, as by Dur ſaid Commiſſion 
(amongſt other things) map appear. Now to the end ſo necefſary a TWozk may not be obſtructed. 
and to the intent Dur ſaid Cominiffion map be duely obſerved, Ce habe thought fit to publiſh the ſame 
by this Dur Ropal Pzoclamation. And We do hereby CTlill, and ſtreightly Charge and Command 
all and ſingular Mapoꝛs, Baylifts, Conſtables, and all other Dur Dfticers, Hinilters and Sub- 
zects whatſoever, to be Aiding and Allilting, and give due Obedience and Confo2mity in all things 
in oꝛ concerning the Execution of the ſaid Commiſſton, as they tender Dur high Diſpleaſure, and will. 


anſwer the contrary at their perils. 
Given at Our Court at Whitehall the 16" day of July, 1666. Inthe Eighteenth year of Our Reign.
